Another class, still more numerous, are so indifler- 

ent to religious institutions, as to feelno disposition 

to make any efforts to obtain them. If, then, this 
extensive field is to be brought under moral and re- 
ligious cultivation ; if congregations are to be gath- 
ered, and churches organized, and the genial influ- 
ence of Christianity spread over this mass of papu- 
lation : the work must be commenced, and for a 
considerable period prosecuted, almost solely by 
the efforts ofthe missionaries. But where shall we 
look for a competent number of missionaries to per- 
form this great work ? And whence shall the means, 
for their support, be obtained ? If the resources of 
the Missionary Society of Connecticut were increas- 
ed ahundred fold, ..d the number of missionaries 
proportionably multiplied, the means would still be 
inadequate to the work which needs to be accom- 
plished. Yet to this Society, almost exclusively are 
directed the eyes of thousands, in that desolate region 
who are wishing to enjoy the light and consolations 
of the gospel. Almost every mail from the west 
brings some pleasing expressions of gratitude to this 

Society for favours already conferred. On almost 

every breeze from beyond the mountains, is wafted 

to this Society, the Macedonian cry, ‘* Come over 
and help us.”’ 

May He who hears the ravens cry, also hear the 
supplications of his people, who are famishing for 
the word of life. ‘ The earth is the Lord’s, and 
the fulness thereof.’ May He, therefore, by the 
kind interpositions of his providence, raise up and 
qualify a host of missionaries for the western fron- 
tiers. May ample means for sending the gospel to 
the destitute, be speedily provided. And may a 
large harvest of souls, speedily be gathered to the 
Lord Jesus Christ.

This fully 
shews that the charitable institutions among us for that 
purpose, which have been established at least fourteen 
or fifteen years, had not been extensively known. Itis 
also evident that in many instances mistakes have been 
made respecting our religious sentiments. It has been 
the opinion of many pious persons, and no doubt is now 
the opinion of some, that we consider the ordinance of 
baptism essential to the salvation of the soul, merely 
because we have insisted on that ordinance as a scrip- 
tural prerequisite to the Lord’s Supper. How many 
honest people too, really believe that the baptist denom- 
ination disbelieve the sanctity of the Lord’s Day. The 
more our sentiments, and our operations are brought 
into public view, the more candour will be exercised to- 
wards us ; and the more candidly our practice is examin- 
ed, and compared with the scriptures, the less opposition 
will be felt against our increase. 

But this is notall. We have hardly been acquainted 
with ourselves. The state of Zion in one part of the state 
has hardly been understood in another. Much less have 
we been acquainted with the progress of truth in the dif- 
ferent parts ofthe union. These considerations, together 
with the benefit to be derived by circulating pious reli- 
gious instructions among the community, loudly call upon 
us to use our best exertions to patronize a religious pa- 
per.

suffering, by Captain John Hudson, of the brig Saltom, 
of Carlisle. M?’Alpin and Brown arrived at Annan on 
W ednesday evening last, under the warmest recommeo- 
dations of captain Hudson, and they were received in a 
inanner which reflects credit on the town, a liberal sub- 
scription being immmediately raised for them. 

Two thirds of the voyage had been accomplished, 
when the George was overtaken by a tremendous storm, 
and a sea struck her stern, drove it in, and swept three 
of the crew into a watery grave. She was thus render- 
ed quite unmanageable ; and from the waves breaking 
over her, the only safety for the remaining part of the 
people on board appeared to be in the rigging. Collec- 
ting, therefore, all the stores they could, they betook 
themselves tothe maintop. Butthey had not been long 
in this refuge, when another heavy sea struck the vessel 
and laid her on her beam-ends; at this crisis the hapless 
babe dropped from the arms of one of its parents, and 
soon disappeared in the raging abyss below. Of the stores 
which they had provided, the bread only was saved, 
though cornpletely soaked with salt water. “The foremast 
having soon given way, the vessel again righted. The 
survivors were thus in the maintop, raised above the 
waves, which washed below them, with some provision 
against hunger, but with none against thirst. Their food 
itself saturated with salt, stimnilated their thirst; and 
amidst the waste of waters which encompassed them, and 
from the spray which drenched them, they could find m 
mitigation. Several of them even against their own bet- 
ter judgment, and the advice of the captain, began to 
drink the salt water, but their thirst only maddened into | 
delirium.
